Christin- 
nily, that is to say, that it was, aimed 
enerally at all propaganda outside of 
orthodox Chinese religion, and thatin tne 
general denunciation Christianity could 
aot but suffer with the rest.

We never said any such 
thing, What we said, and must mais- 
tain, is that the preclamation is a savage 
and murderous tirade againgt every- 
thing except. ‘the one ‘orthodox: faith? 
whatever that may be; that thedecreodoas 
enjoin the mostcompleteexterimination of 
Christianity as well as other creeds. We 
fail to see that it matters much whether

THE ‘HIMEJI-MARU’ IN FRE RE- 
OENT TYPHOON. 
aN EXTRAORDINARY EXPERIENCE, 

The transport stesmer Himeji maru 
(formerly the Zemailia) arrived at Kobe on 
the 18th inst. from Keluug, avd on inquiry 
we learn that the account we reprinted yes- 
terduy from a Japanese paper of tho terrible 
experiences of the ship on its voyage to Ke- 
Jung was substantially correct, The steamer 
beraelf bears ample testimony to the violence 
of the sena she encountered. Thin wax the 
first voyage of the Fimeji-maru after coming 
out of dry dock at Yokosuka;-and now it 
will probably take the beat part pf avother 
month fo repair the damage che sustained 
on her voyage south, 

She left Ujina with over 4 thousand sol. 
diera and cvolies, and twelve horees, on the 
lst inst. Onthe 3rd afresh breeze sprang 
upand the ship rolled heavily. The wind 
increased during the night, and the ahip 
rolled so violently that the apeed had to be 
rednoed, and the ship wae hauled bead to 
sea, The horse-boxes were wrenched to 
pieces, and the engines bad to be slowed 
still more, fur towards midnight it was 
blowing a living gale with violent squalls. 
The poor, horses dumped about eo violently 
were al} killed on the 5th, when the nea was 
running mountains high, and as thoy were 
banged from side toside by the motion of 
the ship they were torn to pieces, and the 
decks wore covered with blood and the 
sovered limba and other parts of the anstomy 
of the unfortunate animals. 

Thescene was indescribable. The steamer 
was rolling qnite 36 foct. The bunks of 
the soldiers foro and aft were all wrenchad 
to pieces, and the fragments dashed (o and 
fro in a moet dangerous munner, It was 
not surprising, therefore, that some of the 
soldiers, several of whom had beca badly 
injured, should wish to jump overboard or 
to end this, terrible trial by the sword, 
While all the European officers of the ship 
—who. by the way, had no food for forty. 
eight hours—had their work fully out ont 
on the deoke, the soldiers below raised the 
alarm that the big ports were being broken 
in. for a> big port to be smashed in, of 
course, would mean that the vessel could 
not keep much longer afloat, - Mr Harrison, 
the escond officer, seoured the apparatas 
which would be required under such cir- 
cumstances, and 
fortanately the alarm proved false, but 
extremely yexatious, and the more so 
because in their terror the soldiers re- 
peated it. They were naturally terribly 
apprehensive of the fate of the steamer, 
and plesded fur « European to remain 
below with them; [ut no Earopean io such 
weather could bo spared. Meanwhile one of 
the ship's boats and  sampan which was 
being taken down to Formosa had beep car- 
ried away and all tho davits broken. Tho
